Graham Hurls 
Challenge to 
Red Regime 


Says Could Win 
Converts lf Had 
Free Movement 


NEW YORK (W—Evangelist Billy 
Graham challenged Soviet leaders 
Sunday night to permit him to car­ 
ry his “ Crusade for Christ” thru- 
out Russia. 
Given the opportunity to preach 
unrestricted, 
Graham 
said, 
he 
could win more converts to Chris­ 
tianity in Russia than in any other 
country he has visited during his 
7-year-old crusade. 
But the 38 year-old 
evangelist 
said he would go to Russia only 
if he could have complete freedom 
of movement and 
was 
able 
to 
preach wherever he desired, 
“ I would certainly like to chal­ 
lenge them (Soviet leaders) to al­ 
low us to go to the crossroads in 
the towns and villages and preach 
the gospel of Christ.” 
Graham, appearing on “ Meet the 
Press” over the National Broad­ 
casting Co., said he was convinced 
that “ the greatest religious revival 
in history wmuld take place in the 
Soviet Union.” 
Conversions during the Russian 
phase of his Crusade for Christ 
would be “ far greater than in In­ 
dia, London and the United States,” 
the North Carolina evangelist said. 
During his sermon at Madison 
Square Garden, Graham told 19,- 
000 persons that “ the Bible teach­ 
es that God has a set of books and 
every act you have committed will 
be written there—all pornographic 
literature you have read, all the 
lewd pictures you have looked at, | 
and your unfaithfulness to your 
wife.” 
“ Even the finest courts in our 
land make mistakes, but there will 
be no mistakes at the great white 
throne.”

To Vote June 20 


June 20 has been set as the date 
on u'nich wheat grow ers will vote 
“ yes” or “ no” on the 1958-crop 
wheat m arketing quotas, recently 
proclaim ed by Secretary Benson, 
according 
to 
H erm an 
Driskelt 
chairm an, Saline County Agricul 
tural Stabilization and Conserve 
tion com m ittee. The Saline County 
ASC office will, as usual, set up 
polling places in the county for 
fa rm e rs ’ convenience in voting 
Mr Driskell pointed out that the 
recent m arketing quota announce 
m ent m arks the fifth successive 
y ear in which wheat quotas have 
been proclaim ed. 
The proclam a 
tion of quotas must be m ade—in 
compliance with law — when the 
wheat supply is 20 per cent or more 
above normal. 
This y e a r’s supply 
is 56 per cent above normal. 


C hairm an 
Driskell 
emphasized 
that at least two-thirds of t h e 'pro­ 
ducers voting in the referendum 
m ust approve quotas before they 
can be put in effect. 
Should quotas be approved, Mr 
Driskell explains, wheat growers 
who comply with their allotments 
will be eligible for price support 
on their entire production. 
The 
m inim um 
national 
average 
for 
1958 has been announced at $1.78 
per bushel. 
W heat grow ers who 
excess their farm acreage allot­ 
m ents will be subject to m arket 
ing quota penalties on their ex 
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cess wheat if they have m ore than 


15 acres of wheat for harvest. The 


penalty will be 45 per cent of the 
May I, 1958, parity price. Grow 
ors who knowingly exceed their 
allotm ents will also be ineligible 
for price support. 


If quotas are not approved, there 
will be no restrictions on wheat 
m arketings. 
Allotments 
will

m ain in effect, however, and whoa t 
farm ers 
who 
comply 
with 
their 
allotm ents will be eligible for price 
supports at 50 per cent of the par 
ity rate, sa required by law when 
quotas are disapproved.

TORONTO OW — A 36 year-old

killed 
five 
m em b ers of his family Sunday and 
th en com m itted suicide by driving 
his car into a concrete abutm ent. 
Jo h n Sinclair, an electrician who 
bas been in C anada for nine years, 
b a tte re d to d eath his 33-year-old 
wife Florence, his son, Ian, 7, hi* 
p aren ts, Mr. an d Mrs. Jam es Sin­ 
clair, of S a li e n ts 
A yrshire, Scot­ 
land, who w ere on a two m onth hoi 
id ly , and strangled his 2* a year-old 
d a u g h te r Joy in h e r crib. 
Sinclair th en ch ang ed his blood 
sp attered clothes, and left a note 
on the bedroo m table and an o th er 
on the trout door reading, “ W ho­ 
ev er is first, d o n’t come, please 
call the police ” 
He then drove to 
his death. 
S inclair left a farewell note w rit­ 
ten on the hacks of five envelopes 
which w ere carefully laid in the 
correct o rd e r tv be read.
